Today's modem tech- 
niques expose the more sensitive 
colls- of the body- to far less 
radiation — than, that received 
from exposure to natural sour- 
ces of radiotion, such as oosmic 
rays. 

Dental x-ray examinations are 
easental to diagnosis. For ex 
ample, x-ray pictures can re- 
veal a small area 'of beginning 
decay which cannot bo deleeted 
visually by the dentist, A dentist 
can see In x-ray pictures obnor- 
iriftl-Etowlh_coriditIans^-such-As 
unerupted or malpositioncd 
teeth. X-ray photographs also 
help expose such conditions* as 
tumors or ' cysts. If a patient 
has severe gum disease, x-ray 
£«aminatiQn-can-JicJp-lhn-dcn.
